U. S. MISSILE 
PROGRAM IS 
ROTARY TOPIC 


Development 
of 
the 
nation’s 
guided missile program was out­ 
lined by Col. Martin Peters, pro­ 
fessor of Air Science and Tactics 
at Gettysburg College, at Monday 
evening's meeting of Rotary at the 
YWCA. 
He reported that the program 
began during World War II when

HS STUDENTS 
USING SAMPLE 
BALLOT TODAY 


For the first time in the county’s 
history the county's high school 
students today will vote on the 
same type ballots as their par­ 
ents are casting in the day's pri­ 
mary. 
C o u n t y 
Superintendent 
of 
Schools C. P. Keefer said that 
through cooperation of the Adams 
County commissioners sample bal­ 
lots for all districts and both par­ 
ties have been secured and placed 
in the schools so that the more 
than 4.000 high school students 
may mark ballots identical to 
those their parents are voting on— 
with the exception of the color of 
the paper on which the ballots 
are printed. 
In each high school the students 
will declare whether they are Re­ 
publican or Democratic and the 
township or brough in which 
they reside. They will then be 
given the ballot for their party 
and political subdistrict. 
Students are serving as elec­ 
tion officials in the same capacity 
as their elders and will count the 
ballots just as the regular election 
board will do. 
Superintendent Keefer said no 
county wide 
tabulation 
will 
be 
made because "we are not inter­ 
ested in how the youngsters vote 
in comparison to their parents. 
What we are interested in is an 
educational 
program 
by 
which 
the students can learn how to 
vote by actually voting. Each year 
many ballots are spoiled by voters 
because they do not know the 
rules and regulations pertaining 
to voting. We hope by this method 
to familiarize the students with 
voting procedures so that when 
they are adults they will have ex­ 
perience in the methods.”

VOTE LIGHT 
THRU COUNTY 


Voting was light in Adams Coun- 
ty this morning and if the turnout 
is in proportion to the ratio of 
four years ago the final tabula­ 
tion may show less than 40 per 
cent of the electorate exercised 
its right to select party nominees. 
In the 1956 primary election. 
413 had cast ballots in Gettysburg 
up to 12:30 o’clock in the after­ 
noon. The final vote for the entire 
county was 8.538. or slightly less 
than 44 per cent of the total 
19,426 eligible. 
At 12:30 today the vote was 
even lighter in Gettysburg with 
only 305 listed, or 108 less than 
the number that had voted up to 
the same time four years ago. 
And this year the number of reg­ 
istered voters is nearly 2.000 high­ 
er than at the prior similar pri­ 
m ary elections. At present 21,301 
are eligible to vote today, 11,084 
Republicans and 10.217 Democrats. 
Four years ago 305 Republicans 
and 108 Democrats had voted by 
12:30. Today there were 210 Re­ 
publicans and 95 Democrats who 
had turned out by the same time.

and

Democrats had voted by 12:30 
this afternoon: in First Ward, Sec­ 
ond Precinct. 23 Democrats ami 
43 Republicans; in Second Ward.

There was one other slight dif­ 
ference between the two elections. 
Four years ago when the primary 
fell two days earlier on April 24. 
the county' was greeted in the 
morning by snow.

W K. S. Hershey, m anager of 
the White Rose Motor Club al 
York, told G ettysburg Lions Mon- 
day evening about a trip he made 
two years ago through Russia in 
the vanguard of a mounting flood 
of American tourist* going there. 
Hershey, who addressed the 64 
Lions and guests gathered at the 
Shelter

hundred pictures he m ade on the 
trip that covered 4,500 miles and 
included 
Moscow, 
Leningrad, 
Kiev, Kharkov and a half dozen 
of the other large cities of the 
country. 


He said war dam age has been 
erased by large, modern build­ 
ings and he showed pictures of 
many of the huge factories erected 
to speed Russia’* modernization.

Watched By Nixon

Nixon is the only presidential 
candidate listed on the ballot.

To A Free Press In Free 
World On 60th Birthday 


NEW YORK (AP >—Directors of 
The Associated Press marked the 
60th year of the news cooperative 
today by hailing its contribution 
“to a free press in a free world.” 
'The thriving existence of The 
Associated Press guarantees that 
the public will have acce* to hon­ 
est news, free of bias, free of 
domination by political or eco­ 
nomic groups and free of taint 
from selfish interests,” they said 
in their annual report. 
The report, read at The AP an­ 
nual meeting, said The AP devel­ 
oped significantly in the past six 
decades 
wthout 
changing 
its 
basic principles. 
“Now. as in 1900. The Associat­ 
ed Press is controlled by those it 
serves,” 
the report 
said. 
“It 
makes no profits and declares no 
dividends. It is subject to the dic­ 
tation of no individual or group. 
Its purpose of objective, unbiased 
reporting is assured by the wide 
divergence of personal views beld 
by those who make up the mem­ 
bership.” 
Contrasts With IVOO 
The report noted these contrasts 
in the 1900 scene as compared 
with !%0: 
“ McKinley stayed within the 
boundaries of the I nned States 
while in office, as every* president 
before him. . . 
An average of six 
newsmen, representing the entire 
press of the world, covered the 
daily activities of the president; 
there were no news conferences 
and reporters had no access to 
the White House . . . Guglielmo 
Marconi was experimenting with 
wireless anti was able to send sig- 
rpjeee ocovrs hfdtese world,the 
nals short distance . . . 
Ike's Next Trip 
T re sident Eisenhower, having 
traveled 47,.SOO miles and visited 
18 countries since last August, is 
preparing for two more long trips, 
one a summit meeting with other 
world leaders in Paris, the other 
a round-the-world trip including 
Russia and Japan. 
. . He will 
travel in a jet plane at 500 miles 
an hour, accompanied by another 
carrying a hundred newsmen. . . . 
“From one of the man-made 
satellites 
orbiting 
around 
the 
earth, a television camera is send­ 
ing weather pictures which Asso­ 
ciated Press Wirephoto machines 
transmit to points throughout the 
world in a few more minutes.” 
The directors said that among 
many significant developments of 
The Associated Press since 1900 
has been the extending of its 
scope “to the benefit of newspa­ 
pers. radio stations and other pub­ 
lications throughout the world.” 
Widely Expanded Services 
'Today. The Associated Press 
furnLshes its news and photo serv­ 
ices to almost as many publica- 


tions abroad as It does to mem­ 
bers in the United States,” the 
directors said. 
‘‘The reputation of The Associ­ 
ated Press for dependability and 
impartiality, first established in 
the United States, has been main­ 
tained as it moved forward to its 
present around-the-clock distribu­ 
tion of news and photos via globe- 
girdling radio channels, continen­ 
tal leased wires and national and 
metropolitan circuits.” 
The directors said I960 not only 
marked Tile AP’s 60th year in its 
present form but also the 40th 
year ai a relationship between 
The AP and the broadcasting 
industry. 


First To Broadcast 
“The first news ever broadcast 
by radio was AP news,” they 
said. "The occasion was the Har- 
ding-Cox presidential election in 
November, 
1920, 
when 
Station 
KOKA at Pittsburgh broadcast 
AP election returns through coop­ 
eration of a local member news­ 
paper.” 
The directors said a committee 
appointed by the board recently 
had conducted a study of the rela­ 
tionship between The AP and the 
broadcasting indastry and had 
found the relationship both valua­ 
ble and mutually profitable. The 
committee called for a further 
strengthening (rf ties between the 
association and its broadcasting 
members. 
The directors said their report 
was JKH dwelling at length on de­ 
tails of the past year's operation. 
noting that a report already had 
been sent to members by General 
Manager Frank J. Starzel. 
But they said The AP “record 
of accomplishment 
around the 
work! which was written in the 
past 12 months would have been 
incredible to the group which met 
in New York in 1900 to organize 
The Associated Press as we know 
it.”
